Including such states as Iowa, Illi- 
nois, Michigan, Ohio, Indiana and Mis- 
souri, reveals the fact that In nearly 
eiery case the bankers did not hesi- 
tate to say that they would lend all the 
way from 5 to 50 per cent more on

Does it add to the selling 
value of a farm when buildings are 
properly kept up aad regularly paint- 
ed? A careful Inquiry of a number of 
leading bankers In the Mississippi val- 
ley. Including such states as Iowa, Illi- 
nois, Michigan, Ohio, Indiana and Mis- 
souri, reveals the fact that in nearly 
every case the bankers did not hesi- 
tate to say that they would lend all the 
way from 5 to 50 per cent more on 
land where farm buildings were well 
painted and kept in good condition.

A southern Illi- 
nois hank says that It has no fixed 
rale about Ibis, but it does make a de- 
cided difference when owners of farm 
lands apply for loans. If (be buildings 
are "ell painted and thus well pre- 
served the loan rate would not only 
be cheaper, but the amount of money 
borrowed would be larger. A northern 
Illinois bank does not hesitate to say 
that it would loan fully 
r>0 per cent, 


more on a farm where buildings were 
well pair.itd and in good order than 
where they were not. The vice presi- 
dent, who answers tbe inquiry, goes 
on to say: "There probably are many 
fanners good financially and morally 
who permif their buildings to remain 
unpainted, but as a rule the most sub- 
stantial people who live in the coun- 
try keep their buildings well painted." 


An Iowa bank, through its vice pres- 


ident states that it would make a dif- 
ference of at least 25 per cent in fa- 
vor of the farm with painted build- 
ings. Another Iowa concern says that 
it would make a difference of at least 
20 per cent. 


All this being true, it is perfectly 


evident that it is a good business prop- 
osition to keep the farm buildings well 
painted. 
They not only look better 


and are more pleasing to the owner, 
but the form would sell to better ad- 
vanlnge, the loan value of (he property 
would he greatly increased and the 
buildings themselves would last much 
longer 
and 
need 
less repair.—Tbe
